Soft Butter Contain* Mot Water. 
In experiments at the Iowa station 


the water content of butter as Inllu- 
cnced by the size of the granules and 
the temperature of the butter during 
working was studied. In each of a 
number of comparative tests cream 
was ripened, cooled and divided into 
two equal lots, both of which were 
churned under uniform conditions and 
were otherwise treated alike, except 
that one lot was washed with cold wa- 
ter and the other with comparatively 
warm water. In three of the compari- 
sons where the granules were of the 
same size an average difference of 
about 25 degrees F. in the temperature 
of the \c$sh water made a difference 
of about 2% per cent In the water con- 
tent of the butter. The softer butter 
resulting from the use of the warmer 
water in washing contained In every 
case the most water. In one of the 
tests washing coarse granular butter 
with water at 45 degrees! was com- 
pared with washing fine granular but- 
ter with water at SO degrees. 
The 


percentage of water In the butter made 
In the two ways was respectively 14.07 
and 17.50. 


Granulated Bntter. 


The great secret in making granulat- 


ed butter is when you begin to churn 
do not have the cream warmer thai) 02 
degrees in cold weather nnd 00 dcgrec-s 
In warm weather. If the cream Is cold, 
set it in a pail of hot water, but under 
»o circumstances pour hot water Into 
the cream. It will of course take 
longer to churn granulated butter. 
When you have finished churning, the 
butter will look Just like shot; then 
draw off your buttermilk and wash the 
butter in the churn with several wa- 
ters, so as to get the buttermilk all 
out. If you wish to keep the butter 
granulated, after washing it put it Into 
a jar and cover it with a strong brine. 
But if you wunt to get it ready for 
market, salt and work it over and let 
Jt sc-t for au hour, then work all the 
brine out and pack in a crock.--1'enrl 
Sterling In Orange Judd Farmer.

Sugar Beet Palp For Gown. 


A publication of the department of 


agriculture says: Professor Thomas 
Shaw expresses his belief that sugar 
beet pulp can be fed mure advanta- 
geously to cattle and sheep that are 
being fattened than to dairy cows. The 
New York Cornell experiment station, 
however, found that this material gave 
good results with milk cows, the dry 
matter (solids) in it being about equal 
in value to that in corn silage. Ger- 
man experiments with beet pulp for 
cows have also given good results, the 
flow of milk being maintained in a sat- 
isfactory rummer. Some Danish ex- 
periments have shown that as com- 
pared with mangels the butter pro- 
duced on sugar beet pulp was about 
equal in quality and kept fully as well.

His First Tast« ot Discipline.

Jolliest sendogs our navy ever knew, 
once told this amusing story of his 
early days ns a cadet:

the stars and stripes floating over it I 
remembered my mother had taught 
me that my first duty was to the flag.

and who was one of the strictest disci- 
plinarians in the navy of that day. 


"'Silence, sir!' he roared at my first 


question, his face red with anger. 'Si- 
lence, sir!

Let me hear only six words 
from you. sir, while you are on this 
ship— "port," "starboard," "yes, sir," 
and "no, str."' 


"And this was my first discipline In

It Is told of one of the ancient kings 


of Egypt that his coronation proces- 
sion occupied a whole day In passing 
through the city of Alexandria and 
that 3,200 crowns of gold were carried 
by the servants.

As to the relative importance of the 


two lobes or halves of the cerebrum or 
chief brain mass most of us know that 
each half governs the opposite side of j 
the body and that, as we are right i 
handed, so we may be called left 
brained. The superiority in functional 
Importance of 8ur left brain is not 
questioned, and it is therefore Interest- 
ing to find Dr. Phelps insisting from 
the results of his investigations that 
our left brain lobe is really the Intel- 
lectual half. The right half. It Is add- 
ed, is capable of sustaining se\ere in- 
jury without marked mental effects 
supervening, and cases are quoted in 
support of this fact. Indeed, such cases 
hav$. frequently puzzled physiologists, 
seeing that the disturbance of the In-, 
tellect has In no sense been commen- 
surate with the injury to the brain. 


On the notion of the greater Impor- 


tance of our left brain and 011 the theo- 
ry that severe Injuries which do not 
produce utter mental breakdown really 
Involve the right lobe, the puzzling con- 
stitution of the brain may be explained 
in part at least. But the lust word has 
not yet been said concerning the brain's 
ways and work. ' Injuries of the left 
half do not always produce serious 
effects as regards 
the mental life, 


while we have had some physiologists 
insisting that we have really two 
brains and that, while the left lobe is 
the Jekyll of the intellect, the right, on 
occasion at least, is apt to play the 
part of Hyde. 
A fascinating theory 


this, but one to which sober science is 
not likely to append its imprimatur. 


Shield For Target Markers. 


Captain Lawrence has invented a 


safety shield and signal for the protec- 
tion of the markers stationed behind 
the targets at rifle contests. The mark- 
ers are stationed in a bullet proof 
house at the side of the target where 
there can be no possibility of injury, 
but If they should leave this shelter for 
any purpose whatever a signal is auto- 
matically shown over the face of the 
target. The signal is operated electric- 
ally by the movement of the door of the 
shelter.

been convicted of smuggling. 
The 


same practice was legal, but not gen- 
erally In force in England down to the 
year 1880. The idea was. of course, 
to warn persons who might have given 
credit that the bankrupt was not able 
to pay, but popular sentiment soon rec- 
ognized that it was wholly unfair to 
Impose such excessive penalties ou a 
man who might have become bank- 
rupt through no fault of his own, and, 
as usual, when the law became contra- 
ry to public feeling It ceast-d to be op- 
erative. 


WHEAT IN STORAGE. 


The partaking of a slice of pineapple 


after a menl )s quite in accordance 
with physiological indications, since, 
though it may not be generally known, 
fresh pineapple Juice contains a re- 
markably active digestive principle 
similar to pepsin. This principle has 
been termed "bromelin," and so power- 
ful is its action upon prolelds that it 
will digest as much ns 1,000 times its 
weight within a few hours, says a 
writer lu the London Lancet. Its di- 
gestive activity varies In accordance 
with the kind of proteid to which it is 
subjected. 
Fibrin disappears entirely 


after a time. 


With the coagulated albumen of eggs 


the digestive process is slow, while 
with the albumen of meat its action 
seems first to produce a pulpy gelat- 
inous mass, 
which, however, com- 


pletely dissolves after a short time. 
When a slice of fresh pineapple la 
placed upon a raw beefsteak, the sur- 
face of the steak becomes gradually 
gelatinous, owing to the digestive ac- 
tion of the cuzymo of the juice. 


Of course. It is well known that di- 


gestive agents exist also iu other fruits, 
but when it Is considered that an aver- 
age sized pineapple will yield nearly 
two pints of juice it will be seen that 
the digestive action of the wh^te fruit 
must bo enormous. The activity of this 
peculiar digestive agent is destroyed 
in the cooked pineapple, but unlesn 
the pineapple Is preserved by heat 
there is no reason why the tinned fruit 
should not retain the digestive power. 


The active digestive principle may be 


obtained from the juice by dissolving n 
large quantity of common salt in it, 
when a precipitate is obtained pos- 
sessing the remarkable digestive pow- 
ers just described. Tjnllko pcpKln, the 
'digestive principle of- the pineapple 
will operate in an acid, nontrnl or ovou 
alkaline medium, according to. tho kind 
of protold to which It Is presented. It 
nmy therefore bo assumed that th« 
pincnpplo enzyme would not only nld 
the work of digestion In the stomach, 
but would continue that action in tha 
IntOBtlnnl tract. IMneapplo, It may bo 
added, contains much indigestible mat- 
ter of the nature of woody tlbor, but It 
Is quite possible that tho digestive 
Iticn of-tho juice compensate for this.

women, without holding meetings 01 
agitations of any kind, have emanci- 
pated themselves. All the women work 
hard, while the men are idle; but, by 
way of compensation, the house and all 
it- contains behm|?fto-thc wife. At the 
least unkind word she turns the hus- 
band out at night, in storm or rain, and 
he cannot come back until he makes 
amends by the gift of n cow. The wife 
considers it a duty to abuse the hus- 
band, and if she were weak enough to 
show any love for him in life or grief 
at his death she would be scorned by 
her tribe. The wife, without any rea- 
son, may strike her tent and go, taking 
with her one-third of the joint posses- 
sions. The husband, unless he is trav- 
eling, may not live out of his tent, but 
his wife may go to her parents for a 
year and annul, for the time, her own 
marriage.

California "in the tield at harvest time 
becomes nearly us dry as It would iu 
an absolutely dry air aud on trans- 
porting to a temperate climate may 
possibly Increase 23 per cent, while a 
gain of 5 to 13 per cent muy be looked 
for with almost absolute certainty." 


The Utah experiment station bus ob-

ORCHARD TILLAGE. 


It* Good Effects Durins the Hut 


Summer Mont Us. 


Comparatively few of the Maryland 


peach orchards are cultivated sutli- 
clcntly to accomplish the full eucl of 
tillage. The majority of the orchard* 
ar« plowed In spring, perhaps harrow- 
ed two or three times and then allowed 
to dry out aud bake down for the re- 
mainder of the season. Many orchards 
nre given no cultivation after tho 
spring plowing, but, as a rulo, this is 
not sufficient to Insure the beat results, 
Let us consider what the result of good 
tillage is likely to be. Briefly sum- 
marized, they are as follows: 


(n) It conserves the moisture. 
(b) It improves the physical condi- 


tion of the soil. 


c) It seta 1'rec plant food. 
Tillage does not add moisture to the 


soil, but it greatly retards the drying 
out of the moisture already in the Boil. 
Thorough cultivation provides a layer 
of light, loose, very finely pulverized 
earth on the surface of the land. In 
other words, it makes a surface mulch 
of earth. Now, It is a common ob-l 
serration that ground beneath a light 
covering of sawdust, straw or some 
other material is always moist, even 
iu u severe drought. Tho covering has 
merely checked evaporation of the 
moisture that was already In the soil. 
A mulch of finely pulverized earth 
such as Is made by good tillage acts 
In precisely the same manner. 


Again, If the surface of the ground 


is light and loose, the rains which 
come during the summer mouths will 
for the most part at once soak iuto the 
solL If the ground is allowed to bake 
down and the surface become hard, 
much of the summer rain Is lost by 
surface drainage. 


Orchard trees suffer more, directly 


or Indirectly, from a lack of moisture 
than they do from a lack of plant food, 
though they often suffer from the lat- 
ter. It is seldom that sufficient rain 
falls during the summer months to 
maintain the demands of orchard trees. 
The conservation, then, of the mois- 
ture which goes into the soil when thu 
trees are not making heavy demands 
upon It becomes a most Important fac- 
tor In orchard management.—H. P. 
Gould.
